Interrogation Camp) was unique among the Poly camps in Japan. Hvidence presented by 
the prosecution and defense and fron practically all witnesses, both: Allied and 
Japanese, estublish that it was created for interrogation of /llied Pis by the In- 
telligence Section of the Naval General Staff for the purpose of obtaining opera- 
tional information, Such interrogation, as hereinafter set out, was done by in- 
terrogators of the Naval General Staff and this function was not within the juris- 
diction of the camp personnel or their supervisors, Personnel of the Yokosuka 
Naval Station operated the camp and had the cuty to furnish guards, food and medi- 
cal attention. Personnel at the camp came from the security, paymastor or inten- 
dance and the medical section of the Yokosuka Guard Unit, one of the units of the

Immediately after his. first interrogation: Walkér received a_ 
terrible ana Miuewpeating and his nistreatment continued ‘+hrough guly 1945. “Bhe .- 
guards, Nishi, Mofi; Sugata and Ohara mistreated hin the most” prior to February 
1945 and after this date Komine and Kohara were the ones who principally mistreated | 
him,. During the whole period at Ofuna Kitamura, the pharmacist mate, was also one 
of the leaders in mistreating and torturing hims From the evidence presented one 
might say that his mistreatment. and punishment was a continuous affair. (See Record 
1221 - beaten almost every day), and he not only reesived punishment alon® but also 
was included in the mass punishments with others. All the mistreatment heretofore 
listed under Specification 7-0 Iida, with the exception of. having flies put in his 
mouth, was received by Walker. During the "Mopping of-the deck", most severe from 
December to February 1945, he was hit as many as 35 times and wie ‘subject to the 
"Ofuna crouch" for as much as an 8-hour period, including beating and kicking and 
after fainting was revived, pre tortured again. Many of the beatihgs with a stick 
resembling a baseball bat/about the head, spine and body and-during these beatings 
he was knocked down and severely kicked until he became unconscious. At this time . 
he would be revived, beaten and tortured again, During many of the times that he ~ 
was fiistreated Walker. was seriously il] and underweight.

At the time Walker came to Ofuna (December 1944) “he weighed 
about 175 pounds and was over 6! tail. (R650). By the middle of March his weight: 
was 140 pounds and. during July became'105 pounds. (R 605, 606, 654). By early sum- 
mer and especially during July Walker was suffering with a severe case of beri-beri, 
malnutrition, dysentery or diarrhca.. The continuous beatings that’ he suffered to~-: 
gether with his physical. condition resulted in a complete mental breakdown, The 
only medical treatment that he received was from Kitamura-who isolated him without 
food for 5 or 6 days, Kitamura deriied Walker's request for medical attention and 

.onee knocked’him down and kicked him at the time he made the request. Although 
there were available supplies of B-l injection for beri-béri Walker did not receive 
this treatment. After the War at Ofuna he received from.300 to ‘L000 vitamin pills

He- 
was nothing but skin-and bones with a Slight degree of puffiness around’ his ankles, 
He had no control over the ruscles controlling his head and neck. The muscles nor- 
mally uscd in keeping the head upright were so wasted and paralized that when he 
gat up with assistance, his head fell back, so that he was unable to look straight 
ahead, With the help of his hands he. could push his head forward, in which posi- 
tion he was just able to feed himself, He was most of the time irrational but he 
had phases during which he was able to tell me where he came from, that ho was mar- 
ried and had, I believe, two children, end he was also able to recail some of the 
terrific punishment and beatings, and Hsolute starvation which he had to undergo at 
the hands of the Japanese in Ofuna, The reason why he had this very severe punish~ 
ment was that he was the highest ranking officer first tc be shot down over Japan 
in an air force plane coming from the Mariannas, He had been given: instructions to 
hold out as long as possible and-not give informaticn.to the Japancse about air in- 
stallations, numbers of planes, etc. in Guam and Saipan. I believe his normal 
weight was around 200 lbs. By the time he came to Shinagawa Hospital, he exhibited 
no external evidence of injury because he had not been interrogated by the Japanese 
for three or four months previous to his arrival in. Shinagawa Hospital, He was con- 
sidered to be the most il] patient in Shinagawa Hospital, and he was taken on board 
the American Naval Hospital Ship, "Benevolence", as @ priority case, where he ral- 
licd at first but died some 36 hours after his arrival on board the Benevolence.

ee se has raised two questions in respect to the responsibility of 
the widtesueere coins Pls.

Compelling evidence has been introduced in this case that the members of 
the Naval General Staff, who interrogated the PWs,. particularly Commander. pep | 
during the period of Ouchi and Captain Sanematsu-during the period of Tida, .as chie:
